headquarters announced today. 
Gen. Page will be succeeded in 

Newfoundland by Brig. R. F. Phe- 
lan, D.S.O., M.C., 58, just returned 
from overseas, who will have rank 
of major-general. 

The changes in command will 
take effect “in the very near fu- 
ture,” defence headquarters said in 
a brief statement. 

Gen. Elkins Took over the new 
Atlantic command in the summer 
of 1941, after three years as mas- 
ter-general of the ordnance at head- 
quarters here. Gen. Page was ap- 
pointed to the Newfoundland post 
in December, 1941, 


BEGAN IN ALBERTA 

Gen, Page was formerly com- 
mander of Canadian troops in Ice- 
Jand and after that was in command 
of the 4th Division. 

His military career began in 
1911 when he was appointed to a 
commission in the 35th Central 
Alberta Horse. At the outbreak 
of this war he was district officer 
commanding in Military District 
No. 7 (Saint John, N.B.). 

He played a prominent part in 
organizing the defence of Iceland. 
When it was decided to replace the 
Canadian portion of the Iceland 
garrison by British troops, Gen. 
Page proceeded to England to take 
command of Canadian base units 
in June, 1941, was recalled to Can- 
ada to take command of the 4th 
Division, then scattered across the 
country.

VALETTA, Malta, June 9 | Raiders Flee Flee 


—(CP) — A British naval 
communique announced today 
that “light surface forces car- 
ried.out a coast reconnais- 


sance of the Island of Lam- 


pedusa” Sunday night and 
“suffered no damage or casu- 
alties.” 

The brief communique indi- 
cated that a landing was made by 
saying, ‘only two of the landing 
party did not return.” 

The communique, issued by the 
vice-admiral in command of Malta’s 
naval forces, said: 

“Our light surface forces carried 
out a coast reconnaissance of the 
island of Lampedusa June 6-7. 
They suffered no damage or cas- 
ualties and only two of the landing 
party did not return.” 


This obviously was the same 
action described by Axis com- 
muniques yesterday as a deter- 
mined attempt by about five 
companies of British Commandos 
to take Lampedusa, tiny desolate 
island 70 miles off the Tunisian 
coast and 80 miles south of Pan: 
telleria, 

The Italian communique yester- 
day claimed a landing attempt was 
repulsed and several of the land- 
ing party's boats sunk. 

The Germans asserted the parts

Fair Ration 
Men in Forces 
To Get Gallon 


Of Beer Monthly 


OTTAWA, June 9—(CP)— 
Revenue Minister Gibson an- 
nounced today that steps have 
been taken to ensure that men 
in the forces receive “a fair 
ration” of beer. 

“The basis of the ration is one 
gallon per man per month,” he said 
in a statement. “Members of the 
reserve army will be able to obtain 
the same ration when their units 
are at summer camp.” 

The arrangements have. been 
made, Col. Gibson stated, with the 
co-operation of the provincial 
liquor commissions. 

They have become necessary, it 
was learned from other sources, 
because—owing to restrictions on 
the sale of beer—some service can- 
teens have not been able to ob- 
tain their fair share. 


EQUIVALENT QUANTITY 

The regulations do not mean that 
beer-drinking soldierg, sailors and 
airmen will be able to buy only 


and canteens will be permitted to 
obtain a quantity equivalent to one 
gallon per month for all the men 
they serve. 

There will be 2a gallon per 
month for the non-drinkers as 
well as the drinkers, and as a re- 
sult, those who like their beer 
will be able to buy more than a 
gallon, 


In addition, of course, soldiers 
off-duty and outside military pre- 
mises may purchase beer like civ- 
ilians in beverage rooms and by 
the bottle or case if they qualify 


for an wirivaina® ration.

Reds Dest Destroy 
27 Nazi Planes 
At Leningrad

MOSCOW, June 9. — Russian 
fighter planes and anti-aircraft 
gunners were credited today with 
breaking up an attempt by a big 
force. of German planes to bomb 

Leningrad, dispersing the fleet 
and destroying 27 raiders. 
Junkers and Heinkel bombers es- 

corted by Focke-Wulf and Messer- 
schmitt fighters swarmed in strong 
force against the defences of the 
old Czarist capital, only to scatter 
and flee under the Soviet counter- 
blows. 

Both the German and Russian air 
forces maintained widespread stra- 
tegic attacks against respective 
offensive-defensive positions con- 
stituting the nerve centres of pre- 
parations for major operations 
aground. 

HIT NAZI AIRDROMES 

The Russians again concentrated 
on German airdromes in the Bry- 
ansk-Orel sector, where German 
preparations for a thrust northward 
against Moscow or southward 
against the Kursk salient were 
being stepped up. 

At the same time the Germans 
tried to hit two key Soviet ter- 
gets, Leningrad and Gorki, the 
latter a major industrial centre 
east of Moscow. In eddition te 
breaking up the Leningrad. at- 
tack, the Russians intercepted the 
Gorki raiders and only two 
reached the city. 

The Red army reported that 2,000 
Germans attacked in the Sevsk sec- 
tor west of Kursk but were re- 
pulsed in fierce fighting that cost 
them 400 men, a tank and a plane. 


Berlin Claims 
Coast Guarded 
By Sea Forts 


LONDON, June 9.—(CP)--The 
German radio said last night that 
the west coast of Europe was 
guarded against invasion by sea 
forts built offshore of “thousands 
of tons of steel and concrete” and 
manned night and day. The forts 
were said to be armed with bat- 
teries of heavy and anti-aircraft 
guns. 

“The forts are approached by 
‘hundreds of narrow steps leading 
up to the platform from the water 
level,” the broadcast said. “Ex- 
its are carefully secured with 
heavy barbed wire entanglements 
and extensive mine fields gur- 
round the forts.”

OTTAWA, June 9— (CP)—Pat 
Conrey, secretary-treasurer of the 
Canedian. Corigress of Labor, 
urged yesterday before the Na- 
tienal War Labor Board that em- 
pleyers should organize to co- 
operate with unions in improving 
faber relationships. 

Mr, Conroy appeared before the 
board in its public inquiry into 
labor relations as a private indi- 
vidual, ining that he had been 
in Great Britain when the formal 
submission of the congress was 
made. He also presented a brief 
from the United Mine, Mill and 
Smelter Workers (C.1.Q.), of Trail, 
B.C., expressing opposition to com- 
pany unions. 

Dr, Eugene Foresey, research di- 
rector of the Canadian Congress of 
Labor, presented a brief in reply 
to a submission to the board by 
Donald Gordon, prices board chair- 
man, in which Mr. Gordon said gen- 
eral wage increases would have an 
inflationary effect.

involved in such industries to ap- 
ply the principles of self-govern- 
ment to maintain the prosperity 
and well-being of the nation. Labor 
has nothing to gain by lack of or- 
ganization among employers.”

Clear Vets’ Debts 


Dominion government was asked 
to wipe the books clear of indebt- 
edness incurred by veterans under 
the Soldiers’ Land Settlement Act 
in a resolution passed by delegates 
attending the annual convention of 
the Provincial Command of the Ca- 
nedian Legion, B.ES.L., at the 
Wednesday morning session. ’ 

The resolution was submitted by 
the soldier settlers’ committee. 

It pointed out that soldier set- 
tlers have struggled for years 
against conditions of drought and 
low prices and still find them- 
selves indebted to the government 
for large sums. In many cases the 
land is liable to foreclosure. Title 
deeds should now be given these 
settlers, the committee urged. 

The committee contends that if 
the land has not produced suffi- 
cient in 21 years to pay off indebt- 
edness, it is obvious it will cost the 
Dominion government more in ad- 
ministration costs than the amount 
of the debt itself. 

It is also pointed out that a new 
Land Settlement Act has been 
made operative nad that it would 
be good business to wipe the books 
of old debts.

BERN, June 9—Italy approach- 
ed its fourth year of war today 
with its air force and navy badly 
battered and its people defiantly 
discontent in the fece of a 
threatened Allied invasion. 
Despite low morale on the home 
front, however, reliable sources 
believed that of all Italy only 
Sicily would give up to an Allied 
invasion army without serious re- 
sistance from the inhabitants. 
Italians on the mainland, whose 
discontent with the Fascist party 
has mounted almost steadily since 
Italy entered the war three years 
ago tomorrow, probably would 
rally around the House of Savoy if 
King Victor Emmanuel III, as ex- 
pected, calls on them to resist. 


AIR ARM WEAKEST 

Probably the weakest link in 
Italy's defences is the air arm. Ital- 
fan planes are outmoded in both 
6peed and fighting capacity and, 
even without taking into considera- 
tion the heavy losses of the last 
two months, they are in no condi- 
tion to’ confront the Allies’ air 
forces. 

Lack of gasoline also threatens 
to ground the Italian air arm. 
Even the gasoline which the Ital- 
jans do receive from Germany is 
that discarded by the Nazis as of 
low quality. 

The gasoline shortage likewise is 
responsible in part for the fact that 
the Italian fleet seldom ventures 
forth from its bases. In addition, 
the. Italians have Jost more than 
half of the 78 destroyers with which 
they entered the war, and despite 
Premier Mussolini's desperate at- 
tempts to increase the destroyer 
fleet, military experts believe that 
Italy now possesses fewer than 50 
destroyers. 

BATTLESHIPS DAMAGED 

Although Italy has seven battle- 
ships, at least four have been dam- 
aged by aerial bombs. The re- 
mainder, to go into action, would 
require a screening force of at least 
21 destroyers plus 10 others in re- 
serve. 

The army, despite its heavy 
losses in Africa, is in the best posi- 
tion of the armed forces and is 
regarded in prime condition. 

Official Italian  communiques 
have listed 46,193 soldiers, sailors 
and airmen killed and 103,736 
wounded from June 10, 1940, to 
April 30, 1943, and best estimates 
place’ the number of Italians 
taken’ prisoner at nearly 500,000. 

However, without counting Al- 
bania and other afnexed territories, 
Italy has a population of 46,000,000 
persons, of which 5,000,000 to 6,000,- 
000 are able-bodied men adaptable 
for first-line fighting. 


INFLUENCE WANES 

On the home front, the influence 
of the Fascist party has waned 
rapidly, Grumblers, alarmists, de- 
featists and so-called “cafe strate- 
gists,” whom Mussolini once called 
“more harmful than the enemy 
himself,” no longer fear the Fascist 
might and open discontent is latent 
throughout the country. 

This is true, particularly in 
Sicily, whose inhabitants are 
among the lowest paid in all 
Europe. The Fascist government 
mever has made any serious at- 
tempt to elevate living standards 
there and the fact that Sicily has 
been forced to bear the brunt of 
the Allied war offensive in the 
Mediterranean theatre has in- 
creased dissatisfaction. 

Increased Fascist efforts to stir 
hatred against the Allies, especial- 
ly the United States, have failed 
because the Sicilians for gener- 
ations have considered America 
their second “Patri.” Informed 
sources believed that an Allied 
landing there would encounter only 
luke-warm resistance and possibly 
even be welcomed by the inhabit- 
ents. 

Mussolini, however, has been 
fortifying Sicily against invasion 
since 1937, when he boasted’ at 
gigantic war games immediately 
after the Ethiopian war that no 
enemy soldier even would set foot 
on Sicilian soil. 
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want to make it clear beyond all 
doubt to any of our enemies con- 
templating a resort to such des- 
perate and barbarous methods that 
acts of this nature committed 
against any one of the United 
Nations will be regarded as having 
been committed against the United 
States itself and will be treated ac- 
cordingly. 

TO BRING RETRIBUTION 

“We promise to any perpetrators 
of such crimes full and swift retali- 
ation in kind and I feel obliged now 
to warn Axis armies and Axis peo- 
ples, in Europe and in Asia, that the 
terrible consequences of any use of 
these inhumane methods on their 
part will be brought down swiftly 
and surely upon their own heads. 

“Any use of gas by any Axis 
power, therefore, will immediate- 
ly be followed by the fullest poss- 
ible retaliation upon munition 

centres, seaports and other mili- 

tary objectives throughout the 

whole extent of the territory of 
such Axis country.” 

The ‘statement was regarded as 
peculiarly significant because of its 
timing. It was issued while an in- 
vasion of European territory seems 
imminent and when the whole 
course of the war in Europe may be 
approaching a crisis, not only in 
the Mediterranean but on the Rus- 
sian front. 


STOCKS AVAILABLE 

There can be no doubt of the 
ability of the United States to use 
gas if forced into this method of 
waging war. Maj.-Gen. William N. 
Porter, chief of the army's chemical 
warfare department, announced a 
short time ago that the United 
States has “plentiful stocks” of war 
gases and “if the enemy starts using 
was gases we have plenty to give 
back.” 

On April 22, the British gov- 
ernment said it had reports that 
“Hitler is making preparations 
for using poison ges against the 
Russian front.” It added that such 
a development would find Britain 
retaliating with the same weapon 
upon “German munitions centres, 
seaports and other military ob- 
jectives.” 

The Berlin radio replied that Ger- 
many would use gas only if her 
enemies used it first. 

Last April, Brig.-Gen. Alden H. 
Wiatt, acting deputy chief of the 
United States army chemical war- 
fare services, predicted in an inter- 
view at Cincinnati that Germany 
will use gas. 

“If Germany does use it,” Wiatt 
added, “she will be sorry. We're 
prepared, both defensively and of- 
fensively.”

Use Compulsion 
To Get Workers 
Says MacNamara 


TORONTO, June 9—(CP)—The 
government is moving rapidly into 
the use of compulsion in battling 
the manpower shortage in Canada, 
said Arthur J. MacNamara, deputy 
labor minister and director of 
national selective service, in an 
address today to the 72nd annual 
convention of the Canadian Manu- 
facturers’ Association here. 


Admitting the manpower short- 
age existed, Mr. MacNamara said 
it would reflect no credit on Can- 
ada if it were otherwise. 

-Mr. MacNamara spoke at 
manpower conference. 

“We are requiring men to go into 
the army although we are reluct- 
ant to do so,” he said. “Likewise 
we will have to compel a man to 
‘work at a job even at a lower rate 
of remuneration than his present 
occupation. We use compulsion 
on the civil side as well as on the 
military side. 


NEW. ORDERS COMING 

“The government already has \s- 
sued two orders respecting non- 
essential industries. Other orders 
will follow until all industries are 
reviewed. 

“Through these compulsory orders 
we will be sure that the 350,000 men 
who have been rejected by the army 
are doing work which is in the 
national interest.” - 

Mr, MecNemere seid drastic 
changes have been decreed for 
war preduction programs. Some 
orders have been cancelled and 
the industrial program must be 
adjusted te meet different re- 
quirements, 

“The cancellations will affect 
workers.’ Men and women will be 
laid off and just as rapidly as this 
oecurs, thef will be transferred ‘o 
the army or to other vital occupa- 
tions.

“Under the present scale of taxa- 
tion, industry is not permitted to 
retain profits that would normally 
be accumulated to provide requir- 
ed working capital, and it is also 
true that the tax structure in many 
cases brings about a constantly 
diminishing accumulation of work- 
ing capital through depreciation 
reserves,”

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Canada at Sea 


Canada is on the way to emerge from 
the war the third naval power in the world. 
Its “little” navy is little no longer, save in 
the size of the ships. These now number 
550 and there are 60,000 men in the navy 
blue. Four new swift destroyers have just 
been added to the fleet—a gift from Great 
Britain, a return favor for the billion dol- 
lars’ worth of supplies Canada presented 
to the old country last year. 

The Minister of Naval Affaira estim- 
ates that by the end of 1944 the personnel 
will be 90,000, as great as that of the Royal 
Navy at the beginning of the war. When 
the struggle began our ships numbered 15 
and there were 1,700 enlisted men. No 
country ever built up a naval force so rap- 
idly, A remarkable fact is that the prairie 
provinces have contributed sailors alto- 
gether out of proportion to their popula- 
tion? There is hardly a hamlet in Alberta 
which is not represented on one of our war- 
ships, while Edmonton and other larger 
centres have supplied hundreds of recruits 


Some of our ships are in the Mediter- 
ranean, and some in Aleutian waters, but 
the big job of the navy is to protect con- 
voya against enemy submarines in the 
western half of the North Atlantic. This 
duty has been turned over to Canada ex- 
clusively, and the navy and air force are 
co-operating there with success reflected 
in the reduced number of merchant ships 
destro: 


When Japan is struck off the list of 
naval powers Canada will rank below only 
Britain and the United States, as it already 
holds fourth place. ‘ 


Closing Plants 


C.1.0. delegates at a conference in 
Toronto passed a resolution of protest be- 
cause Hon. C. D. Howe had allegedly closed 
some munition plants in which labor 
disputes were in progress or were in the 
making. The critics in supporting the 
resolution went farther than this, and 
claimed that the plants had been officially 
closed because of the disputes. That of 
course is sheer inference. 


It has been announced several times 
over a period of several months that pro- 
duction of some kinds or types of war sup- 
plies had gone beyond present and pros- 
pective needs, wherefore the plants 
engaged in this work would be closed tem- 
porarily while they were being re-tooled to 
start making other kinds or types. These 
evidently are the cases of closing to which 
the C.1.0. delegates referred. 

The proposition involved in this critic- 
ism is that a plant should not be officially 
closed if it is the scene of a labor dispute. 
With that the public will not and should 
not agree. To establish the rule would give 
the strike-promoter power to prevent a 
plant being changed over for some other 
kind of production by the simple expedient 
of stirring up a dispute between the em- 
ployees and the management. The war 
effort cannot be halted or hindered by any 
such absurdities if it is to be carried on 
successfully. 

There is work in Canada for every 
person who is able and willing to work. 
Where plants are closed the employees 
should be shifted to some other branch of 
essential production; and plants should be 
closed whenever there no longer is need of 
the particular line they are turning out. 
If that does not suit the C.I.0. it is just 
too bad. :s 


No Place of Refuge 


Spezia is a naval base lying half-way 
between Leghorn and Genoa, far up on the 
coast of the gulf which bears the name of 
the latter city. It is about as sequestered 
a harbor as Mussolini’s warships could find 
outside the Adriatic. This no doubt ac- 
counts for the presence there of several 
of his heavy units when United States 
bombers paid a visit to the port on Satur- 
day. The ships were swinging quietly at 
anchor, far from the turmoil around the 
islands to the south which constitute the 
first line of defence against an invasion of 
Italy. The airmen battered three 35,000- 
ton battleships and a heavy cruiser, sank 
gome smaller naval craft. and merchant 
ships, and pounded the docks until their 
ammunition ran out. 

Upwards of half Benito’s battle fleet 
was thus damaged, how severely is not 
known. Neither is it predictable whether 
or how much the sinking or crippling of 
the lot would throw his plans out of hitch, 
Fascist naval strategy being what it is. 
The presence of the ships on the Mediter- 
ranean side would seem to indicate an in- 
tention to use them against the Allies 
somewhere some time. But bearing in 
mind the retiring habits of the Signor's 
armada there can be no certainty of this. 
Maybe the squadron was only there be- 
cause it was caught outside’ the Strait of 
Otranto and couldn't get to the still more 
remote havens of Trieste and Fiume.

Tech Gives More Than 
Vocational Training to 
Youth 


By HAROLD L. WEIR 

Technical training plays an 
enormous part in the equipment of 
the serviceman for the duties of 
modern war. Years ago, it was only 
field officers who needed 
scientific skill and training. The 
ordinary soldier was required -to 
know only a regimen of drill. 

Today, the 
situation is com- 
pletely changed. 
Each member of 
the armed forces 
is a_ technician, 
no matter what 
his rank. Not 
‘only his own life, 
but the success 
of his unit de- 
peids upon his 
skill, which is 
comparable, in 
these days, to the Harold L. Weir 
skill of the highly-trained work- 
man who turns out the machinery 
of war. 

Thus, in providing facilities for 
this essential technical training, it 
is to be expected that the normal 
céurse of peacetime technical train- 
ing may be somewhat dislocated. 

There is also the fact that the 
institutions of technical training 
have been more or less depopulat- 
ed by enlistments and that the cost 
per student has therefore risen to 
twice its normal level. 

These or similar arguments have 
been used to justify the closing of 
the Edmonton Technical School in 
order that its space and its equip- 
ment may be used for the training 
of persons in the armed forces and 
in war industries. 


Quite Sound 


No one can quarrel with the logic 
of these argumepts. In every re- 
spect they are quite sound. 

But a doubt—a very reasonable 
doubt—is permissible in regard to 
the conclusion that has been drawn 
from them: 

It is taken for granted, for in- 
stance, that the conversion of this 
school and its equipment to ex- 
clusively war purposes will, in the 
end, serve exactly the same pur- 
pose as would have been served 
had the school been permitted to 
operate in the normal civilian way. 
It is assumed, in other words, that 
the men who are trained by the 
military authorities will be equip- 
ped, after the war, to enter upon 
the same duties and take up 
exactly the same work as would 
have been performed by the boys 
and who would have graduated 
from the School in the ordinary 
course of events.

menace to society. 

During a visit to the north of 
Sweden, into Lapland, I saw a new 
mining community, only four years 
old. Instead of a dirty shanty- 
town such as we so often have in 
America, the company town at 
Kristineberg is as clean and neat 
as a new real-estate development 
in a modest white-collar suburb in 
America. 

I went into some of the homes, 
and husbands I had seen an hour 
before deep in the veins of a cop- 
per mine, handling pneumatic 
drills 600 feet underground, were 
now washed up and dressed like 
bank clerks. ‘The kitchens, base- 
ments and other parts of the 
houses were spotless. Wives and 
children were tidy. The cleanli-

impressive to anyone familiar with 
the mining towns of western Penn- 
sylvania. 

In such things Sweden is far 
advanced. A friend of mine was 
reading Hitler's newspaper, the 
Voelkischer Beobachter, to me. It 
carries in its masthead the slogan, 
“Freedom and bread.” In Germany 
they get no freedom and mighty 
little bread. The motto comes more 
nearly being true gf Sweden than 
of any other place in Europe now, 
which is all the more remarkable 
in- view of the fact that Sweden 
lost three-quarters of her export 
trade when the country was locked 
inside the Nazis’ blockade wall. 


In such matters as the foregoing 
one must envy Sweden, Yet there 
is in this country, I suspect, a fear 
that the pleasant life of Sweden 
will be snatched away. 
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I would have little criticism to 
make on a basis of such a short 
time here, but in angwer to inquir- 
ies by Stockholm newspapers I 
have raised the question whether 
the government's policy is not 
more hesitant and timid than pub- 
lic opinion. The situation is illus- 
trated with regard to the German 
“leave trains” which carry troops 
in and out of Norway. Public sen- 
timent, newspaper editorials, the 
private expressions of influential 
persons here (including some offi- 
cials, all express repugnance at 
Swedish territory being used as a 
corridor for the transportation of 
Nazi soldiers. Even Prime Minis- 
ter Per Albin Hansson says this 
concession to Germany is a burden 
which Sweden has been forced to 
carry. It is privately predicted 
that public pressure will force the 
government to stop the traffic.

Cabinet woods used for pianos 
are commonly mahogany or walnut, 
although a few more exotic woods 
do appear.

Cabinet Types 

Cabinet types may be found to 
fit into almost any period room. 
Simple mahogany cases in the Sher- 
aton or Georgian manner look well 
in any eighteenth century style in- 
terior. Light wood cases in modi- 
fied French style fit into those rooms 
adapted from eighteenth century 
French interiors. 

For completely modern rooms 
there are various cabinets designed 
to harmonize ‘with contemporary 
furnishings yet not so unique that 
they will look dated a few years 
hence. On the whole, it s safe and 
always in good taste to buy a case 


It seems to me that Sweden, 
especially the bureaucracy, does 
not realize how strong a position it 
now occupies. Sweden can justify 
its past policy on the ground that 
it saved the country from the fate 
of Norway. It is better for the 
Allies that Sweden remained intact 
than if she had been trampled and 
raped by the Nazis as her neigh- 
bors were. However, the Nazis 
never spared Sweden out of grati- 
tude or charity, but only because 
they could get more out of Sweden 
for less effort by not invading her. 
So, when the question is put to a 
visiting American like myself, my 
chief observation is that I think the 
Swedish government could move 
more independently than it seems 
to be doing. 
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This is a good opportunity to 
point out that Sweden has permit- 
ted me complete latitude in writing 
throughout a month’s visit here. 
Not one word that I have written 
has been censored. Only once or 
twice has a question of fact been 
raised, and there has never been 
any objection to my interpreta- 
tions, 

As our own government has been 
taking a most questionable course 
in restricting the press at the food 
conference at Hot Springs, I am 
especially impressed with the free- 
dom which Swedish authorities 
have accorded a visiting reporter. 
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At this time of year it is light 
almost all night here. When I re- 
turn to my hotel at midnight there 
is still light in the sky. While up 
north in Lapland I could read 
newspapers outdoors at any time 
of night. 

About 11 p.m. the light takes on 
a strange bluish pastel hue that 
seems unreal, Children play until 
nearly midnight, taking advantage 
of the light which is denied them 
during the long winters, This is a 
period when everyone stays out- 
doors and sits in the sun until late 
hours, like sun worshippers, 

At the same time military people 
say these white nights mean it 
would be very difficult and expen- 
sive work to attack Norway. Hence 
a relaxation of tension is notice- 
able here now.

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supplies him with a background of 
academic and theoretical knowl- 
edge which enables him to rise 
above the particular job he is 
tfained to do. 

To look at the thing practically, 
the army vocational plan trains 
workers, the civilian technical 
plan not only trains workers, but 
gives that extra bit of instruction 
and understanding that enables the 
individual to become a foreman or 
a plant superintendent. 

It strikes me that war industries 
needs competent foremen and 
superintendents even more urgent- 
ly than it requires workers. 

The work of the Edmonton Tech- 
nical School, compared with the 
army vocational training, confers 
this advantage upon its students; 
it enables them to add ambition to 
skill; it not only gives them a skill, 
but enables them to rise to the very 
top of that skill. 


Expense 


The fact that enrolment at the 
Technical School has declined is to 
be expected. The fact that this de- 
cline in enrolment has increased 
the per pupil expense is not perti- 
nent to the case. If the community 
and the times urgently require men 
with a certain training, the cost of 
that training is of absolutely no 
importance. 

I don't think any argument can 
prove that the work of the Tech- 
nical School is even temporarily 
finished or that the need for its 
graduates has diminished. Actually, 
the demand for those graduates has 
appreciably and urgently increased. 

Undoubtedly the military author- 
ities need the building and equip- 
ment of the Technical ~ School. 
Their need definitely comes first. 

But would it not be possible to 
make an arrangement whereby the 
school could be used for both pur- 
poses as has been done in the 
East where such institutions are in 
use, for civil and military purposes, 
24 hours every day? 

It is worthy of note that Alberta 
is the only province in Canada 
where the civilian technical schools 
have been completely closed to the 
civilian students. > 


human race as war, crime, hatred, 
prejudice and suspicion, it might 
be well to start with the basic 
causes for such acts and emotions.

But it 
will never be accomplished by 
pious wishes, Atlantic Charters, 
sermons, prayers or any of the old 
traditional philosophic ways. 

One cannot make human beings 
unselfish by precept, example or 
the power of words. If one removes 
the advantages of being selfish, no 
one but a moron would practice 
selfishness, Therein lies the key 
to the problem that Mr. Weir com- 
ments on. Whoever dares to take 
up this solution to the problem and 
shows the way, will in time earn 
the undying gratitude of the

It is true that, as things turned 
out, Kimmel and Short lost their 
official necks anyway—as—many 
others, notably Gamelin and Gort 
and Weygand, had lost theirs and 
all for the same reason: the in- 
ability to make a decision which 
involved the abandonment of a hy- 
pothetical security and the precon- 
ceptions of a lifetime in order to 
achieve a decisive result.

more ships and planes or a few 
men and tanks to allow for them, 
but just the same you could fix 
it so that the final victory would 
be as certain as tomorrow's sun- 
rise. 

The truth is that, under this 
system, the general in charge of 
troops in the field operated in a 
sealed vacuum in which strategic 
decisions were unnecessary. All 
that there was of strategy in any 
projected operation came in by 
way of strategic hypothesis. 

To see how this has worked, we 
have only to look a little more 
closely st the war panorama of the 
last three years. Going before the 
United Nations, making plain the 
ways of defeat and lighting the 
roads to disaster, we shall always 
find the strategic assumption. These 
assumptions march through the 
pages of the service journals for 
this period and are culled there- 
from and given a wider circulation 
by our columnists, I wonder if we 
shall ever learn to recognize them 
for what they are, “signposts on the 
road to Avernus”; “The Polish 
Army will hold Hitler for a year"; 
“The Maginot Line is impregnable”; 
“The British sea blockade is un- 
breakable”; “the mountains of the 
Balkans impassable.” 


TACTICAL THRUSTS 

What all this means is that we 
must abandon false strategy and 
adopt a true strategy against this 
enemy, Hitler. We must realize that 
Hitler holds the interior lines of 
communication in the decisive 
theatre of operations, that is to say 
in Europe, Admitting this and look- 
ing it squarely in the face, let us 
see what it means to us in terms of 
the classic strategy. 

First and in general, it means 
that we must abandon the method 
of “whittle” and take up whole- 
heartedly the method of “punch”; 
we must cease this expensive seiz- 
ing of beachheads and landing 
fields on the edge of his domain 
and strike a mighty blow at his 
centres of power; in short, we must 
abandon what has been called the 
“strategy of the rim of the wheel” 
for the “strategy of the hub.” 

Have Hitler's tactics up to this 
time always met and overmatched 
our own since he has always been 
able to predetermine, and in a 
sense dictate, the points at which 
our tactical thrusts would be 
aimed? All the more reason why 
we should strike him strategically; 
that is to say, in such a manner 
and with such means that no mat- 
ter what warning he had of our in- 
tentions, even if we furnished him 
with a complete plan of our pro- 
jected operation, he would still be 
unable, considering his present dis- 
positions, to parry our thrust. 

Second and more specifically, 
to strike him strategically we 
must strike with what | have 
called in a previous chapter “ade- 

quate means.” That is to say (a) 
with effectives which we can re- 

in force and supply in such e 

manner as to make them always 

superior to anything he can put 
in the field at that point, because 

(b) these effectives have been 
given initially a direction of at- 
teck—a strategic direction which 

has cut his lines of communicea- 
tion, disrupted his equilibrium 

and thrown him out of axis, 

An example, drawn from our 
latest attempt at global strategy, 
will clear up any misunderstand- 
ing on this point. The American 
seizure of the North African bases 
was not a true strategical attack 
because it did not in any way dis- 
rupt the strategic equilibrium in 
the Mediterranean theatre of oper- 
ations, Whatever success it has had 
up to the present has been purely 
tactical. 

Hitler had been supplying Rom- 
mel from his Italian base and he 
continued so to supply him, With 
the peninsula of Italy pointing like 
adage’: at the thivat of our 
African Uxpeditionary Force, with 


a 


true of the minor strategy of the 
North African coast. Hitler still 
held the interior line of communi- 
cations in Europe, and Rommel 


held exactly the same line in 
Africa. 

SURPRISE NOT NECESARY 

It would appear that there is 


something here that has thus far 
escaped the attention of the mili- 
tary experts whose desire, like that 
of the fat boy in the “Pickwick 
Papers,” is always to make their 
readers’ flesh creep with tales of 
coming offensives, ever new and 
ever more daring. Now, invasions 
are fine things and we are going to 
need more and more of them as 
time goes on, since there is no other 
way to beat Hitler. We in America 
are going to live, eat, sleep and 
drink invasions from now on—or 
else! And since this is true, we may 
as well get one thing straight. 

Invasions, the theatres selected 
for invasion, are like women. They 
have but one virginity to lose. 
Therefore it is incumbent upon the 
invading force to insure that the 
strategic virginity of each country 
invaded is well and thoroughly 
taken or the whole business will 
simply be frustration and fizzle. 

Let me add, in this connection, 
that it is not sufficient merely to 
insure that a given operation, in 
a selected theatre of invasion, is 
a surprise to the enemy. In fact, 
the element of surprise plays @ 
much more vital part in tactics 
than it does in strategy. 

Does anyone suppose that Hitler 
didn’t know that the peninsula of 
Italy was the strategic centre of his 
World Island? Does anyone suppose 
that an offensive launched directly 
against Italy would ever come as a 
surprise to Hitler? And yet it is a 
foregone conclusion now that, if 
such an offensive had been launch- 
ed in the spring of 1942, Hitler 
could have done nothing whatso- 
ever to prevent it. Or if he had at- 
tempted to make an adequate effort 
to forestall it, he would have run 
the risk of absolute disaster on his 
Russian front. 

In other words, he would have 
been thrown off his equilibrium or 
out of axis, 

It is precisely such a result which 
it is the object of sound strategy 
to accomplish—a real dynamic 
“masculine” strategy as opposed to 
the hermaphroditic type practised 
thus far by the United Nations.

Speaking of Canada’s place at 
“the crossroads of the airways,” Mr 
English said that the most direct 
routes from the population centres 
of the United States to Europe and 
Asia—and in the other direction- 
crossed Canada.” And not only 
that but by crossing Canada, short- 
er water hops are obtained, which 
means increased safety and larger 
pay loads since less gasoline need 
be carried. 

There was every possibility, he 
continued, that the most favorable 
route between Europe and eastern 
Asia would prove to be the north- 
ern route, across Canada. “Again, 
Canada holds the key position in 
respect to any scheme for an all- 
red route or British commonwealth 
air service encircling the globe. 
With the co-operation of Canada, 
such a project is quite feasible; 
without our co-operation, impos- 
sible.” 


IMPROVED SERVICE 

In the domestic field, where 
changes should come more quickly 
than in most countries, Mr. English

Where is the busy mother who 
doesn’t bewail the indifference her 
family exhibits toward the tasks in 
the' home? 

Perhaps she is that rare mother 
who does not, says, with resigna- 
tion, “It's easier to do things myself 
than to argue with the children 
about them.” 

Until the ‘mother, sloughs off 
the ides home tasks are hers and 
hers alone, she won't get much 
co-operation from the children. 
instead, she should make it plain 
tasks accumulate because this is 
a family and each member of e 
family should feel some responsi- 
bility to perform those tasks of 
which he or she is capable. 

In such a spirit, the mother does 
not say, “Help me with the dishes, 
girls.” She says, “Dishes have to be 
done three times a day, so let's 
each do our share and then no one 
will feel the burdén of them.” 

Each and every task of the day 
should be written down and then 
delegated to the child who is 
capable of doing it. Household 
task gain in dignity when they are 
part of a written outline so Bob 
can point to one and say, “Let me 
mow the lawn this week. I'll devote 
Tuesday to that.” 

And once the tasks have been 
delegated for the week, make an 
effort to, shift them next week. 
Bob may enjoy cutting grass more 
than he relishes washing up the 
kitchén floor. But it won't hurt him 
to swap with Jane who adores 
mowing grass and has a tempered 
enthusiasm for dirty kitchen floors. 

Jobs never get monotonous if 
they are changed about and each 
child gets to know how to do all 
kinds of things. It’s no disgrace for 
a boy to learn to plan the meals for 
one week while his sister attends 
to the outdoor jobs. It’s good for 
both. 

Even the 2-year-old should not be 
left out of the picture. Putting away 
the silver is not beyond his capa- 
cities and emptying the waste- 
basket daily would be not only a 
job but a most acute pleasure to a 
child of this age. 

“My job,” done by each child in 
his own way and in the time he 
himself selects to do it, prevents ir- 
ritation which arises when chil- 
dren are pulled away from their 
own interests. 

There should be a feeling the 
home tasks are part of their obliga- 
tion and they must find the time 
for their accomplishment. Then no 
child feels himself imposed upon 
but is inspired by his honorable 
position as a working member of a 
working family.

London Offers 


Friendliness 


By CHARMAIN SANSOM 
LONDON, Eng., June 9.—To a 
newly-arrived Canadian, London is 
60 huge, so beautiful, and so differ- 
ent from anything that Canada has 
to offer, that it takes one’s breath 


away. Coming to England late in 
March as we, did was like stepping 
from winter into summer, We left 
Toronto under a blanket of snow 
and ice, but in London, a few days 
later, the grass was green, the air 
was balmy, and thousands of daffo- 
dils were blooming in all the parks. 
We put away our greatcoats. and 
haven't worn them, since, although 
our raincoats have had a good dea 
of use. . 

We noticed it at once ,the ex- 
treme friendliness of the English 
Members of the A.TS. 
stopped us on the street to ask us 
to their dances, or to find out 
whether we knew where to go for a 
good meal. The Auxiliary Services 
arrange for girls going on leave to 
stay with English families, who 
treat, them with the utmost kind- 
Ness, and expect nothing in return. 
LITTLE DAMAGE 

If we expected to find London 
demolished, and its citizens in rags, 
we were very much. surprised. 
There has been comparatively 
little damage trom bombs in the 
parts of London in which we live 
and work. As a matter of fact, a 
good deal of the damage is caused 
by the flak from our own guns 
which land in the surrounding ter- 
ritory, breaking windows and leav- 
ing ugly scars on the outsides of 
houses. Most of the women you 
see on the streets are extremely 
smartly dressed, and go in for the 
most elaborate “hairdos.” At 
restaurants, the food is very good, 
though plain, and extremely ex- 
pensive, like everything else; and 
if you go away for a week-end, 
your hostess will make you much 
more welcome if you bring your 
ration card. 

You “queue up” for -everything 
in London, for busses, theatres— 
even restaurants. Everyone is very 
polite and uncomplaining about it, 
You see none of the shoving, push- 
ing crowds which I remember so

“Y” Assists 
19,000 People 


TORONTO, June 9.—Over 19,000 
service men and women and their 
dependents were placed in. suit- 
able lodgings during the first 


three months of 1943 by Y.W.C.A. 
Rooms Registries in local Associ- 


ations and War Serivce centres 
across Canada, according to a re- 


port made. by Mrs. J. L. Savage, 
Chairman of the National Y.W.C.A. 
War Services Committee. 
compares with a total of 9,416 dur- 
ing the corresponding period of 
1942, an increase of approxmately 
10,000 placements. These figures 
are exclusive of war workers 


This 


placed by “Y” Rooms Registries, 


which, if included, would increase 
the total by several thousands. 


In Eastern and Western coastal 


areas, where the influx has been 
heavy, the Rooms Registries have 


expended time and.effort in an at- 


tempt .to secure, rooms for home- 
less strangefs. In. Halifax, where 


the housing shortage is acute, the 


Y.W.C.A. Rooms Registry shows a 
total of 5,196. placements during 
1942. In Vancouver, where the Y.W. 
C.A. co-operate with the National 
Housing Registry, there is a staff 
of 100, including volunteers and em- 


ployed workers, handling the hous- 
ing problems of service personnel 
and their families. During one 
month, 582«placements were made 
in Vancouver, and over 1,400 appli- 
cants were registered waiting to be 
placed. 


TORONTO “Y” 


Toronto “Y"” Rooms Registry re- 
ported a total of 4,992 placements in 
1942; Winnipeg, 4,065; and Brandon, 
where the number of houses is 
comparatively small, placed 2,367 
persons in homes during the past 
year. 

The Y.W.C.A. hostess houses at 
military camps and Air Force sta- 
tions also provide lists of inspect- 
ed and approved rooms in camp 
areas, and during 1942,:the hostess 
house at Sussex, N.B., placed 1,- 
207 Service personnel and their 
families, while Prince Rupert on 
the West Coast placed 597. 

In order to keep the public aware 
of ‘the need for accommodation, the 
Rooms Registries have appealed 
regularly for patriotic citizens to 
offer unused space in their homes 
for members of the Armed Forces 
and their families. These appeals 
have been made through news- 
Papers, over the radio, by posters, 
direct mail, magazine articles and 
other various methods. Homes of- 
fering accommodation are visited 
by. Y.W.C.A. representatives and

AN R.C.A.F. BASE IN NEW- 
FOUNDLAND, June 9.—(CP)—It 
was-a quiet day in the women’s 
ward of the Sir Frederick Banting 
Hospital. Only two of the 10 bels 
were occupied. Cp]. Ruth Kelly of 
Toronto, hospital assistant of the 
R.C.A.F, (Women’s Division), turn- 
ed smiling from the eight-year-old 
mite whose blue eyes danced over 
a still-unopened parcel. 

“We get experience here that 
we'd never get in any other R.C. 
A.F. hospital,” she said. “We get all 
kinds of cases. I've learned an awful 
lot since cqming here.” Cpl. Kelly 
said she liked her civilian work as 
bank stenographer, but “for war- 


time, this is the job to have.” 


The corporal was right about the 
experience the assistants get. The 
150-bed Banting Hospital, built in 
1941 and named after the Canadian 
scientist who lost his life in a 
plane crash not far away, is some- 
thing specia) in R.C.A.F. hospitals. 


TREAT ALL AGES 

Here Wing Cmdr. E. N. Fergu- 
gon of Weymouth, N.S., Chief Med- 
ical Officer, and his staff treft 
cases that include “everything peo- 
ple get from birth to old age.” And 
the hospital has modem equipment 
to handle them. 

There are two bright operating 
rooms. One small room with con- 
necting dark-room holds equipment 
that “can X-ray anything.” In an- 
other, physiotherapy treatments are 
given. A laboratory in the basement 
‘is equipped to handle all sorts of 
pathological tests. 

There are civilians as well as Air 
Force and Army personnel among 
the patients.

NATIVE OF SCOTLAND 
A native of Glasgow, Scotland, 
Mrs. Allen graduated in nursing 


from the Royal Infirmary at Green- 
ock and joined the Glasgow Ter- 
ritorial Nurses in 1917. During that 
year she was in the fighting lines in 
France for three months. Return- 
ing to Scotland she continued in 
service work until she was demo- 
bilized in 1919. In 1920 she married 
R. F. Allen, who had been a major 
in the Royal Field Artillery and 
who is now Capt. R. F. Allen, O.C. 
the Provost Corps stationed in Cal- 
gary. « 

Eager to do her part in the pres- 
ent world war, Mrs. Allen, who is 
over the age for membership in the 
Nursing Corps, is doing her part as 
a V.A.D. worker in the Col. Belcher 
Hospital in Calgary where she 
works four days a week voluntarily. 
She has belonged to the Canadian 
Legion organizatipn for the past 10 
years and in Vulcan she is one of 
two women members. 

Capt. and Mrs. Allen came to 
Canada in 1926 and settled on a sol- 
dier’s settlement farm at Delia, Al- 
berta. 


WELL-KNOWN HERE 

Mrs. Jackson is well-known in 
Edmonton for her work in the pres- 
ent war. During the last war she 
was a member of the Women's 
Army Auxiliary Cosps, a British 
service which she joined in Glas- 
gow. She was one of the first wo- 
men to join the volunteer service 
which was organized in 1917, On 
service in Scotland she was cashier 
in an officers’ mess and secretary 
to the OC. of the station there. 

She is married to C.Q.M.S. Jack- 
son, L.L., R.C.A.G6:., stationed at 
the training centre at Red Deer. 
She has one daughter, Mrs. L. C. 
Johnson of Vancouver. 

Mrs. Jackson spends her time 
working for the war effort today. 
She is public relations officer for 
the war services council and for 
the central committee of women's 
war auxiliaries, Her varied work 
includes a twice-weekly broadcast 
at 9:45 a.m. on the war work being 
done by women in Edmonton, and 
editing a small newspaper, “The 
Home Front”. She attends every 
meeting of the women’s auxiliaries 
and acts in various capacities in 
helping them with their work. 


REGULAR ATTENDANT

New Russ Bomber 
Proves Efficient 
Behind Nazi Lines 


MOSCOW, June 9,—(AP)—The 
Russians disclosed yesterday in dis- 
patches from the front that a new 


bomber now in production has 
roved efficient during raids be- 
ind the German lines. 

No details were given, except 
that it has been used at the front 
since May, the beginning of the tre- 
mendous air battles which have 
been reported during the last five 
weeks. ! 

Red Star, the army organ, quoted 
guerilla reports that planes of the 
new type had destroyed 10 German 
trains during one raid, and killed

Rehabilitation 
Will Be Aided 
By Education 


The Canadian Legion educe- 
tional services, established at the 
start of the present war, is cer- 
tain to play en important part in 
reconstruction and rehabilitation, 
Donald Cameron, head of the de- 
partment of extension at the Uni- 
versity of Alberta, end director of 
the legion educational services in 
Alberta, stated Tuesday. 


Mr. Cameron was addressing 
delegates to the annual convention 
of the Provincial Command of the 
Canadian Legion, B.E.S.L., in ses 
sion at the Memorial Hall. 

Legionaires could really be proud 
of the eductional service, he stated, 

Courses range all the way from 
elementary English to higher 
mathematics. The courses play a 
valuable part in the Canadianis- 
ation of young persons from other 
countries, 

More than 3,000 had taken the 
courses during the last year. Prison- 
ers of war were able to continue the 
courses under provisions made by 
the Legion. Such courses are by 
correspondence, 


NOW RECOGNIZED 


The service is now recognized by 
the highest military authorities. 
Educational officers had been ap- 
Pointed in the air force, the navy 
already had them, and the army 
ie soon appoint them, the speaker 
said, 

There are large classes operating 
at No. 3 ‘M” depot here. Nearly 
every military establishment in the 
province has classes now, he said. 

Mr, Cameron said the Legion 
also operates 15 libraries in mili- 
tary camps and other places, where 
both technical and recreational 
reading matter may be secured. 

Languages, shorthand and typing 
are some of the subjects taught 
under the Legion educational 
scheme, 

These courses are sure to prove 
valuable in the reconstruction per- 
iod and be of great assistance in 
rehabilitation, Mr. Cameron said,

AN IMPROVEMENT 

Mr. MacMillan said the new Land 
Act for soldier settlers is admit- 
tedly a great improvement over 
the old one but he still was of the 
opinion the veteran would have a 
“millstone of debt around his neck 
in a few years,” particularly if pric- 
es for agricultural products slump- 
ed to pre-war levels. 

“I contend that land should be 
given free to the soldier settler. 
Under such circumstances the sol- 
dier might have a good chance of 
paying for stock and machinery at 
three and a half per cent interest 
on loans advanced by the govern- 
ment,” the minister said: 

Mr. MacMillan quoted some fig- 
ures concerning operation of the 
Soldiers’ Settlement act after the 
last war. 

Out of 25,000, only 2,500 succeeded 
in paying loans back in full. This 
rpresented an aggregate loss of 
$100,000,000. 


SECURED WITH WHEAT

The Legion had been the only 
organization in Canada that was in 
any way prepared at the start of 
this war. 

‘I would remind you that the 
Legion pointed out from the first 
the fallacy of the invincibility of 
the Germans, or that the German 
Was a superman. The Legion said 
from the first he had been beaten 
once and could be beaten again,” 
Brig. Foster declared.
